POLIOMYELITIS SERUM 

At a meeting of physicians at the 
Mills Hospital, June 17, the writer 
was asked to answer some of the 
questions which are being asked 
most frequently regarding pooled 
adult serum for the prevention of 
Poliomyelitis. There is nothing 
original in the following answers; 
on the contrary, they represent a 


consensus of authorities on public j 


health and medicine: 

1. At least six out of ten of any 
large number of adults have im- 
mune bodies in their blood serum 
(protective substances against poli- 
omyelitis). This may be proved by 
the protection of susceptible animals 
(monkeys) against infection by poli- 
omyelitis after serum has been ad- 
ministered. 

9. Pooling serum consists of put- 
ting together serum drawn from a 
number of individuals for the pury- 
pose of protection against poliomye- 
litis, A sufficient safety factor to 
offset accidental variations is reach- 
ed by pooling the blood of a least 
ten adults. 

3. Under present conditions, it 
impossible to use any individual 
pools. Donors wwill both contribute 
to draw from the general pool, the 


eee me 
but will not furnish the probability 
of protection that pooled serum will 
do, because of the possibility of both 
parents belonging to the minority 
who have no immunityagainstpoli- 
omyelitis. 

4. Before serum iS added to the 
pool, the donor ‘(one who gives 
bleed) must be given a Wassermann 
test and the serum must be ex- 
amined in other ways to show free- 
dom from any infectious element. 

5. From the given quantity of 
blood is derived 40 to 45 per cent 
of serum (the liquid part of the 
blood after the corpuseles have been 
removed by clotting or centrifug- 
ing). 

6. The protective value of this 
pooled adult serum is fully as great 
as pooled serum from. persons who 
are known to have had poliomye- 
litis. 

7. Preventive doses of pooled 
adult serum should be given at least 
once each month for three months 
during the epidemic and oftener 
in case of definite exposure. 

8. We cannot promise absolute 
protection from such preventive 
doses. There has never been an epi- 
demic where enough children were 
given such serum to prove anything 
beyond question. 

9. Is it worth while to give serum 
without more evidence? The best 
answer we can give is that every 
physician we know is giving it to 
his children. Certainly there is 110 
better protection generally avail- 
able. 

10. No one, rick or poor, should 
expect to be able to buy, or beg, 
serum for his own children unless 
he can provide encugh donors from 
among his fami'y 0: friends to suD- 
ply that amount of se.um. 

11. Money has been appropriated 
this week to provide for the prepa- 
ration of pooled adult serum at 
Community Hospital.
